AN INDEX TO MONOLOGS AND DIALOGS 
By NORMA OLIN IRELAND 


This index is alphabetically arranged in one alphabet — author, subject and title — for the 
convenience of both librarian and patron. 

140 collections have been analyzed for this work, an addition of 51 new titles not included in 
the first edition. Selection of collections was made in the same manner as the original work, and 
suitable books which were published up to the year 1948 are included. 

In the field of dialogs it was decided to limit their inclusion to those of two characters only — 
really ‘“‘dualogs.”’ 

700 subjects are included in this revised index, including cross references. Of this number, 
158 are new headings not found in the earlier work. The subject headings used, in most cases, have 
been “coined” especially for monologs and dialogs. The assignment of subject headings was 
determined by a consideration of two factors; (1) the choice of a monolog or dialog by users who 
want something in a given subject, (2) the location of a ramrgges Bod dialog by users who have 
forgotten the author and title but still remember the subject. There are no subject headings 
however, for humor, juvenile, male or female characters; these distinctions are indicated by 
abbreviations under each individual title entry. Since the majority of monologs and dialogs are 
humorous, it was decided to indicate only those that were not humorous. 

The original work was so well praised that we feel all reference librarians will consider this 
enlarged edition a needed library tool.

JOSEPH L. WHEELER 
By Cuar.es H. Compron 


What is more interesting, more fascinating than a 
man with an unusual De weange Ad Such a man is 
Joseph L. Wheeler. He has the imagination of a 
poet; the exploratory traits of a scientist. He is 
simple and direct, yet complex and dynamic. He is 
courageous and yet cautious. He is self assured, yet 
modest. He strikes out into new fields never entered 
previously, yet he watches where he is going. Above 
all he solicits advice from his companions and accepts 
criticism in the best of spirits. His is a warm friendly 
personality, open hearted and tolerant. There is a 
smile lurking on his face which comes to light when- 
ever an b yaenys A presents itself. His wit is de- 
lightful. e first time I met Joe was in San Francisco 
in 1915 where he had installed and was in charge of 
the American Library Association Exhibit at the 
Panama Pacific Exhibition. I do not remember the 
library exhibit in detail but I certainly recall the 
impression he made upon me. From that time I have 
enjoyed his warm friendship and appreciate the in- 
terest he took in my own efforts in publicity for the 
Seattle Public Library. 


The conference of the A.L.A. at Louisville in 1917 
was largely devoted to plans for the Association to 
provide books and librarians for the men in the ser- 
vice, here and overseas. A group of young librarians 
of whom I was one, got together every evening and 
discussed what they could do to cooperate. The 
other men were Carl Milam, Louis Bailey, Joe Wheeler, 
Lloyd Josselyn, and Charlie Rush. Ideas were plen- 
tiful and enthusiasm rampant. Joe Wheeler was in 
his element if ever a man was. The result was re- 
ported briefly in the Proceedings. For some years 
the men in this group of young librarians continued to 
meet together at ALA. conferences for midnight 
discussions which were stimulating, informative and 
at times scintillating. Joe had a never ending stream 
of ideas, and when the other members of the group 
shot holes in one idea he always had another one 
right on tap. 

Joseph Lewis Wheeler was born in Dorchester, 
Massachusetts, March 16, 1884, the son of Rev. 
George Stevens Wheeler, and Mary Jane (Draffin) 
Wheeler. Joe says: ‘“My father was the ‘father con- 
fessor’ in the town where we grew up. He had a 
houseful of books; he and mother were both great 
readers, so were all their five boys. Both my grand- 
fathers were carpenters and so I always had a great 
interest in all technical subjects. I graduated from 
Providence Technical High School and started on a 
mechanical engineering course at Brown. Dr. Koo 
man changed my mind, urged me to be a librarian. 
I have a combination of love of books and of practical 
things that have proved useful in library work.” He 
also says: ‘“My interest in buildings and adminis- 
tration go back definitely to the summer of 1904, 
when on top of 24 hours per week as student assistant 
in the college library I started working 6-9 nightly in 
the Art and Industrial Department of Providence 
Public Library, and 9-10 in the Reference Depart- 
ment, alone on duty in both departments. My mother 
said, at that time, ‘You have a great opportunity to 
compare two good libraries, keep your eyes open and 
learn all you can about the methods in both.’” 


Wheeler received his A.B. degree from Brown 
University, 1906; M.A., 1907; B.L.S. from New 
York State Library School, 1909; M.L.S., 1925; 
Litt. D. University of Maryland, 1934; Brown Uni- 
versity, 1936. e held the following positions: 
assistant librarian, Washington, D.C. Public Library, 
1909-1911; librarian, Jacksonville (Fla.) Public Li- 
brary, 1911-1912; assistant librarian, Los Angeles 
Public Library, 1912-1915; librarian, Youngstown 
Public Library, 1915-1926; librarian, Enoch Pratt 
Free Laware: Widlinnne: 1926-1945. 


Official Positions and Committee Memberships: 
Wheeler was vice president of the A.L.A., 1926-27; 
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member of the Executive Board, 1929-1933; member, 
Board of Education for Librarianship, 1931-1936; 
ident, Ohio Library Association, 1921; member, 

aryland Library Commission, 1926-1945; A.L.A. 
Library War Service, 1917-1919; trustee, Maryland 
Academy of Science, 1933-1945. He was the recip- 
ient of the Baltimore Civic Award in 1933. 

The Publicist: Joseph Wheeler is a born publicist. 
In his first position following library school as 
Assistant Librarian of the Washington, D.C. Public 
Library, Dr. George F. Bowerman, the Librarian, 
ong in 1910 on the vigorous publicity campaign 
which Wheeler put on with splendid results. en 
he was Assistant Librarian of the Los Angeles Public 
Library Everett R. Perry, the Librarian, in 1914 
spoke highly of his publicity work. Exhibits in store 
windows was a method which Wheeler continued to 
use in Youngstown and Baltimore with marked 
success. It is unnecessary to list all the methods of 

ublicity which Wheeler used, those listed in ‘The 

ibrary and the Community” were all tried out. He 
did not limit himself to making his own library 
better known, but also initiated a number of projects 
of national importance. Two examples follow. 

Wheeler compiled the Educational Books of 1924 
when he was iibrarian of Youngstown Public Library, 
and continued this compilation until 1945 when he 
retired. The later compilations were joint efforts of 
various members of his staff. This is a very useful 
list inning with 60 titles and increased later. It 
is still published each year, thanks to over 300 
collaborators, in the N.E.A. Journal. 

Upon Wheeler’s initiative in 1929 the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science appointed 
a committee for the preparation of a series of science 
book lists. Over a million and a half copies of these 
were published beginning with 1932. It fell to 
Wheeler and one of his library assistants to put these 
in final form and have them printed. The work on 
these attractive lists is interestingly described in an 
article by Wheeler in the December 15, 1931 Library 
Journal. 

The Writer: Joseph Wheeler has been a prolific 
writer on many phases of library activities. His 
articles in professional library journals and general 
magazines are always well written and interesting. 
Three of his books which are outstanding because of 
their thoroughness and comprehensiveness are: ‘“‘The 
Library and the Community. Increased Book Ser- 
vice through ney Publicity Based on Community 
Studies,” 1924; ‘The American Public Library 
Building,” 1941, by Wheeler and Githens; and “Pro- 

and Problems in Education for Librarianship,” 

1946, published by the Carnegie Corporation. 

The author says in the introduction of ‘The 
Library and the Community” that he spent all his 
spare time for two years on the collection and study 
of material and the writing of the text. One can 
well believe this as scarcely any relationship of 
community to library is not covered. As for the 
part devoted to library publicity, it is a guide for 
any librarian in ways to make the library known and 
appreciated. Dr. Arthur E. Bostwick in an excellent 
review of the book in the Library Journal of Sep- 
tember 1, 1924, says: 

The book is a veritable mine of information with re- 
gard to the important subject of contact between the 
library and the readers, actual and potential, in its 
environment—a _ subject whose emphasis ly 
differentiates the library of today from that of half a 
century ago. 

“The American Public Library Building” was 
financed by the Carnegie Corporation. It is com- 
prehensive and fully illustrated. This was reprinted 
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in 1950 by the A.L.A. The following is a brief 
uotation from a review by Carl Vitz in the Library 
ly, October, 1941. 

This work can be reviewed only in superlatives. This 
reviewer believes that it will prove to be an important 
landmark in American library architecture. From now 
on there can be no excuse for trustees and public officials, 
librarians and architects, if they fail to comprehend their 
part in the co-operative responsibilities entailed in the 
erection of a library building. The authors, qualified as 
librarian and architect by wide experience and lo 
study, have clearly defined for themselves the scope o! 
their task and within that scope have given us a oid 
notable for clarity, fullness of treatment, and sound 
practical approach. 


J “ay and Problems in Education for 
Librarianship” we find a Joseph Wheeler, critical 
but constructive. Here are his convictions on edu- 
cation for librarianship based on a lifetime of obser- 
vation and experience, both as a librarian and as a 
library school instructor for several . The last 
paragraph in the study may fittingly be quoted: 

There is no quick answer to education for librarian- 
ship. The old-fashioned idea of discipiine and hard 
work is valid still. In 1946, just as in the past, we need a 
sincere conviction that books, reading, study, and think- 
ing are the foundation of progress; that knowledge and 
love of books make the keystone to librarianship. If 


librarians are so persuaded, then libraries will be better 


prepared to serve their function in society. 


Hobbies: Wheeler says his hobbies are canoeing, 
tramping the woods, pee, woodworking, tracing 
a Revolutionary road from Ticonder to Rutland 
and writing it up. He might have included printing, 
an interest which began in his early years. 

The Builder: Probably Wheeler has done more to 


revolutionize the architecture of public library 
—- than any other librarian.

Gone are the 
mall or large public library buildings mod- 
elled after Greek temples with the long flight of 
steps for entering. It is needless to describe the new 
Enoch Pratt Free Library of Baltimore which was 
opened in February, 1933. Two articles in the May 
1, 1933 Library Journal describe the building in detail, 
one by Alfred Morton Githens, the consulting archi- 
tect, and the other by Joseph L. Wheeler and Pauline 
M. McCauley. In 1926 the people voted a bond issue 
of $3,000,000. Wheeler in his characteristic way, by 
personal conferences and by correspondence, collected 
the suggestions and recommendations of many 
librarians. He had the special advice of Carl Vitz 
and Harold Brigham. In a memorandum before 
even preliminary plans had begun, Wheeler said: 
Here, in the miast of the human tides of a great and 
ing city, our new building will stand for the daily, 
urly, use of all people, extending to all its cordial wel- 
come. Its very aspect must express friendliness, human 
understanding, closeness to the Cap ony large and im- 
partial hospitality to all men. For this is the single spot 
in the whole town which shall make everyone equally 
welcome, and the least privileged really at home in the 
democracy of the mind. 
This was the philosophy which governed the planning 
of the Enoch Pratt Free Library building, which is 
characterized by openness, accessibility, flexibility, 
simplicity and friendliness. 

The Wheeler Family: In the spring of 1935 I spent 
an afternoon with Joe in the Enoch Pratt Free 
Library. It was a thrilling experience. Later I had 
dinner and spent the evening with the family. It 

ve me the ery of seeing Mrs. Wheeler in 

er home which is the best place to see a wife and a 
mother. She was Mabel Archibald, an assistant in 
the Reference Department of the Washington, D.C. 
Public Library when Joe was Assistant Librarian. 
They were married October 20, 1910. Joe said she 
had been a substantial helper, in an unobtrusive way, 
to the progress of public libraries in Jacksonville, 
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Los Angeles, Youngstown and Baltimore. Three of 
the four children were at home, such interesting alert 
young people. John, the eldest, at the time was in 
attendance at the Institute of Theoretical Physics in 
Copenhagen. He received his Ph.D. degree from 
aa Hopkins University in 1933. He is now Pro- 
essor of Theoretical Physics at Princeton University. 

The other children were Joseph, Jr., Robert and 
Mary. Joe, Jr. was planning to follow in his father's 
footsteps and be a librarian. Later he received his 
B.A. degree from Johns Hopkins University and his 
M.A. and Ph.D. degrees from Brown University. 
He was president of his Columbia University Library 
School class of 1939. He held administrative i- 
tions in the Minneapolis Public Library and the ow 
York Public Library. He had every promise of 
being a worthy successor of his illustrious father, but 
he was one of the tragic losses of World War II. His 
widow, Sarah Wheeler, lives in Seattle with her 
daughter, Mary Jo, and is on the faculty of the 
University of Washington Library School. 

Robert said during the evening in 1935 that he 
planned to be a geologist. He later got his Ph.D. 
from Harvard University and is now manager of the 
Pyramid Oil Company in Oklahoma City. 

Mary when I saw her was a young, very attractive, 
high school girl. She graduated from Goucher Col- 
lege and the Denver Library School, served as li- 
brarian of the Midland County, Texas, Library, and 
later married Alfred D, Beavin and has four children. 
There are 10 grandchildren in all. 


Surveyor and Consultant: Wheeler has served as a 
surveyor or consultant for one hundred libraries, 
beginning in 1925 and extending into 1955. Since 
his retirement in 1945 there has been time to carry 
on these surveys extensively. What it has meant to 
library progress to have a man with Wheeler’s wide 
experience and special capabilities to survey and make 
recommendations to so many librarians and library 
boards for internal administration, and for the 
planning of new buildings and for the rehabilitation 
of antiquated buildings, can hardly be over estimated. 


The Administrator: During the years 1916-1925 
when Wheeler was librarian of the Youngstown Pub- 
lic Library the circulation of books increased from 
144,355 in 1915 to 689,770 in 1925. There were 
two successful campaigns for increasing the tax 
levy. The tax receipts were $62,790 in 1922 while 
the largest direct appropriation ever made by the 
City Council was $37,149. During the years 1926- 
1945 when Wheeler was librarian of the Enoch Pratt 
Free Library the circulation of books increased 
from 1,096,709 to 2,863,005. The income increased 
from $296,599 to $745,921. 

One of the strongest points in Wheeler’s adminis- 
tration was the selection of his staff. He attracted 
strong men and women because it was a privilege to 
work under him, or rather with him. Notable library 
executives who served on the staff at Baltimore are 
the following librarians of public libraries: Los 
Angeles, Harold L. Hamill; Brooklyn, Francis R. 
St. John; Philadelphia, Emerson Greenaway; Kansas 
City, Richard B. Sealock; Queens Borough, Harold 
W. Tucker; Nashville, Robert S. Alvarez; and Balti- 
more, Amy Winslow; also Joseph C. Shipman, li- 
brarian of the Linda Hall Library of Kansas City. 
Miss Winslow wrote in answer to an enquiry on my 


You ask about his methods of administration. You 
are quite correct when you speak of the enthusiastic 
loyalty of his staff. He excited us with his constant 
flow of ideas, he aroused our own imaginations. He gave 
the staff member every opportunity to create and to 
develop new ideas; he was modest himself and was 
genuinely in search of new ideas. He with us, 
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twitted us, prodded us, often of course irritated us, but 

he sh in many ways that he was proud of us and as 

loyal to the staff as we to him. I should say that his 

administration was democratic in that he made it clear 

that our opinions were wanted; he called frequent meet- 

ings of department heads for free discussion of problems; 

he said he did not want to be surrounded by yes-men. 

He -— authority freely but kept in constant 

touch. He knew what was going on — by means of an 

observing eye, frequent visits, and above all close watch 

over book purchases. 
_ This reference to close watch over book purchases 
is suggestive of Wheeler’s wide reading. He knows 
books, however he also knows para. In his article, 
“Methods for Making Known Library Resources” in 
the Library Quarterly of October, 1935, speaking of 
the circulation of fiction by public libraries he says, 
“One way to settle it is to withdraw to an upper 
room — take out our little brass idol of ‘scholarship’ 
and warm and dandle it on our knees hoping that the 
world will notice our erudition and culture.” 

It is good news that Wheeler is now writing a book 

on public library administration. 


Tributes: In the Library Journal of April 1, 1945 
there are eloquent tributes to Joseph L. Wheeler b 
three librarians who have had close association wit 
him for many years. Harry M. rs wrote 
under the heading ‘Interpreter; Charles E. Rush 
under the heading ‘“The Dynamic Wheeler;” Francis 
R. St. John under the heading ‘‘The Leader.” Dr. 
Lydenberg also wrote a booklet entitled ‘“‘Joseph 
Lewis Wheeler. Pathfinder and Pioneer,” published 
by the Enoch Pratt Free Library in 1945. This 
booklet is an exciting narrative of a man who veri- 
tably was and continues to be a pathfinder and a 
pioneer. 

In a recent letter Wheeler writes: “What I miss 
most in retirement is the deep pleasure of working 
day by day with a group of colleagues bent on one 
common aim, and everyone having a whale of a 
good time at it.”

MatrHews, WiLuiam, comp. British Autobiog- 
raphies: An Annotated Bibliography of British 
Autobiographies Published or Written Before 1951. 
The Compiler of British Diaries [1442-1942] here 
makes available an alphabetical list (by authors) of 
more than 6,000 entries which should prove valuable 
to those seeking historical and biographical sources of 
information. Curious ‘‘as to how men operate when 
they write about their own lives and personalities,” 
Professor Matthews has gathered and annotated his 
bibliography to help those interested in studying 
British life, customs, and manners. Two of his 
problems were the meaning of “‘autobiography’”’ and 
“British”: for inclusion, a writer had to cover a 
significant part of his life, and he had to be born in 
the British Isles or be a naturalized British subject. 
A few entries go back to medieval times, but most 
date from the 16th and 17th centuries to the present. 
Celebrities are numerous, yet, as the compiler says, 
“anybody, even if he cannot write, can respond to 
the curiosity which we all have as to how Fortune 
has dealt with other people in this ne and 
motley world.”

ACRL Monocrapus, No. 14. The Development 
of Reference Services through Academic Traditions, 
Public Library Practice and Special Librarianship, 
by Samuel Rothstein. If librarians are not well 
informed in the history of their profession, especially 
regarding the genesis of its now commonly accepted 
functions, it is because authoritative studies are 
lacking. Librarians engaged in reference services 
will welcome these results of a scholarly investigation 
of the development of such services in certain select 
research libraries between 1875 and 1940. Despite 
the formidable bibliography presented, the truly 
valuable sources for such a study are few. The 
author has made the most of what is useful and his 
interpretations are both careful and commendable. 
The work is a substantial contribution to a definitive 
history of American librarianship.

She turns this 
time from a study of the Brontés’ prose in her well- 
known fs oy of Angria (in collaboration with 
William Clyde De Vane) and The Brontés’ Web of 


Childhood to the poetry of Emily and integrates the 
creative processes of both novelist and poet as they 
are revealed in the work of the remarkable Bronté 
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sisters. Gondal’s 1 og is Emily’s work but also 

Miss Ratchford’s, for out of the verse that Emily 

composed and kept in her secret notebooks, Miss 

Ratchford has wie in narrative sequence eighty- 

four poems which tell the story of Augusta Geraldine 

Almeda, ruler of Gondal, an imaginary island set in 

a stormy sea. Her account of her research in the 

Bronté manuscripts in the Wrenn Library, of which 

she is the Curator, and in collections in England, in 

which she worked as a Guggenheim Fellow, com- 
municates excitement comparable to her own as she 
brought together the lyrics and narrative poems that 
she entitles Gondal’s Queen: A Novel in Verse. In 
fact, her Introduction rivals and often surpasses the 
suspense of the context that is Emily’s. Dr. Ratch- 
ford’s work must be read by all who are interested in 
the Brontés and in the processes of literary creativity. 

It poses questions concerning not only Emily Bronté 

on the realm of her imagination, but artists generally 

and their entrance into creativity, subjectivity and 
objectivity, lyric expression and narrative art. Dr. 

Ratchford finds in the poems which she presents with 

narrative links and with editorial comment exquisite 

passionate lyrics and narrative poems that are the 
distillations from the creative experience that pro- 
duced in a different medium the Sroas prose. She 
does not accept the theory that Emily’s verse is 
subjective. She argues convincingly that it falls 
within the Gondal context and reveals the imaginary 
world into which Emily withdrew most intimately. 

Emily’s prose is known, of course, in Wuthering 

Heights. Her Gondal prose has never come to light. 

To anyone seeking to understand the evolution of 

her genius, as Dr. Ratchford demonstrates in Gondal’s 

Queen, the poems are of primary importance.
